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Selectmen: ‘Strongly oppose’ pipeline 


Wilmington plans for Intervenor role

WILMINGTON - Selectmen voted 
Tuesday night to officially oppose 
the Northeast Energy Direct high 
pressure gas transmission pipeline 
project proposed by Tennessee Gas 
Pipeline (TGP) Company, and 
they’re going one step further to 


apply for intervenor status as well. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull recount- 
ed the events in the project from 
July 2014, when the route first 
came before the board. At that 
time, the route ran near two drink- 
ing water wells, a problem the 
town raised with Kinder Morgan, 
TGP’s parent company, in April 
2015. Kinder Morgan agreed to 
relocate the course of the pipeline 


along a utility corridor on the 
Tewksbury and Andover town line, 
into Wilmington and through to 
Reading. 

The new proposed route has prob- 
lems of its own, however, as it runs 
in close proximity to an active 
quarry and blasting site owned by 
Benevento Aggregate, a long-time 
business in the Wilmington com- 
munity. 


The town, said Hull, has repeat- 
edly requested information from 
Kinder Morgan seeking data and 
analysis of other similar pipelines 
as the proposed project located 
near similar active blasting sites. 
To date, the firm has not provided 
enough information to satisfy offi- 
cials about competencies in this 
arena. 

“Clearly, that is a major issue,”

Construction setbacks delay family friendly business

WILMINGTON - Selectmen Tuesday night approved the 
necessary licenses for K1 Speed, a family-friendly indoor go- 
kart entertainment venue slated for the site of the former 
Used Book Superstore at 40 Fordham Road. 

Mike Maguire appeared before the Board representing 
Chris Peters of K1 Speed (website K1Speed.com). The south- 
ern California based firm has 28 other locations nationwide, 
and one other in Massachusetts - in Kingston. 

The company offers an indoor track for electric karts in 
two sizes- adult and junior, with birthday parties and team 
building events. They sought a common victualer license 
from the Board of Selectmen to sell small concessions, most- 
ly frozen items that people could get a ballgame - no cook- 
ing. 

Selectmen also approved an entertainment license for up 
to eight video games and a billiard room license for one

“ Continental Army during the Revolutionary War. Sometimes 
- the name is listed as Colburn. Other places, though, it is 

spelled Cober. 

_ Titus Colburn was listed twice in the volumes known as 
Massachusetts Soldiers and Sailors in the War of the 
Revolution. He is also named in “Now We Are Enemies,” 
The Story of Bunker Hill by Thomas J. Fleming. 

Soldiers and Sailors is a comprehensive list, by any 
spelling, of individuals who served in the Revolutionary 
War. An individual might have his name in those volumes 
two or three times, because of the same service, depending 
how his name was spelled by the clerks of that day. The peo- 

«ple who prepared Soldiers and Sailors leaned over back- 
wards to be certain that no one name was omitted. 

Fleming’s “Now We Are Enemies,” is one of the best books 

on Bunker Hill. It is carefully written and accurate. It tells 
Of the actions of some individuals, and fills in gaps, which 
appeared in earlier stories. 

But Fleming raised one question that seems to be without 
answer: Who was Titus Cober? 

Soldiers and Sailors lists Titus Colburn, who marched from

Concord Day, there were no more black slaves in 
Massachusetts. In 1775, it was rare for a black man to be in 
a military company. Five years later, it was quite common. 

Later Colburn enlisted in Capt. Ephraim Corey’s company 
of Col. William Prescott Middlesex regiment. His name 
appears on lists dated May 6, 1775; Oct. 7, 1775 and Oct. 31, 
1775. 

That would mean that Titus Colburn was probably with 
Prescott when he commanded the Massachusetts troops at 
Bunker Hill on June 17, 1775. Prescott was the man who 
stood on the ramparts and by his act defied the British 
artillery. He was one of the genuine heroes of that day, and 
of the Revolution. 

Colburn had more service, according to Soldiers and 
Sailors. It lists him as having marched to reinforce General 
Washington in the Jerseys on Dec. 17, 1776, returning on 
March 27, 1777. 

Then there is a second record of Titus Colburn. This one 
starts on June 9, 1779 and ends of Nov. 24, 1779. In this entry, 
he is listed as from Wilmington. 

Was this the same man who was known in Wilmington both 
as Titus Cober and Titus Cobin? It seems quite probable, but 
there is a confusion of dates. 

Fleming, in his history of Bunker Hill, refers to Titus 
Colburn as being one of three black men from Andover. 
Fleming’s reference is the only mention of Colburn being 
black. It is an interesting point, worthy of discussion. 

Titus Cober was a black man who lived on Andover Street 
in Wilmington, one of a few blacks who lived on the farm of 
Ebenezer Jones. 

Jones was the canpeniet who built the Harnden Tavern. 
From the book, “Tales of the Harnden Tavern” by Alice 
Dillaway, it is known that several black people were 
involved in the building of that house, about 1770. 

Titus Cober, a few years after that, was listed as being a 
servant of the Jones family. Another servant of that family 
was a man named Tony (or Toney.) 

The 1790 United States census shows four in the family of 
Titus Cober, a black man. It also lists three in the family of 
Peleg Gardner, also black, and three in the family of Caesar 
Russell, a third black man. A fourth family was that of 
Philis Summersett, where there were two. 

Philis could possibly be the same girl who was a servant 
in the family of Capt. Walker in 1767, and who was admitted 
into the Congregational Church that year. Maybe it was a 
different Phillis. 

In the Wilmington records is a listing for the marriage of 
Titus Cober to Vilot Noble in 1785. There was a child, a girl 
named Jennie, born in 1789. 

The scant records and variations of spelling show the dif- 
ficulty of tracing the black residents of Massachusetts in 


those days, including such persons as Titus Colburn of 
Shirley, Wilmington and possibly Andover. Was this the 
same man as Titus Cober? Titus Cober joined the 
Continental Army in 1779, only his name was spelled Cobin 
at that time. He enlisted on July 25, and was discharged nine 
months later. In 1779, he was 22 years old, and five feet six 
inches tall. 

If this is the same person as the Titus Colburn who 
marched from Shirley four years earlier, then he was 18 'on 
Concord Day. Quite possible. : 

Now to discuss the Andover record, as shown by Fleming. 

Fleming lists some of the black people who fought at 
Bunker Hill, including Cuff Whittemore and Peter Salem. 
Salem, a private from Framingham, was the man who. fired 
the shot which mortally wounded Major Pitcairn, who had 
given the order, “Disperse ye rebels!” at Lexington» two 
months earlier. cts 

Quoting from Fleming, (Page 151): “Another mant who 
toiled with grim, methodical persistence and needed n6 ufg- 
ing to hold his pace was Peter Salem, one of the free 
Negroes in Prescott’s regiment. Near him were thé other 
two Negroes, Caesar Bacon and Cuff Whittemore. dn. the 
other two regiments were four more: Caleb Héwé ‘of 
Plymouth, and Titus Colburn, Alexander Ames and Basilai 
Lew of Andover.” 

This does not seem to check out. If Colburn, Ames and 
Basilai were serving from Andover, then they were serving 
in the Essex Regiment. 

Wilmington at the time had perhaps eight black people liv- 
ing in town. Andover had about 80. 

There seems to be no record of Alexander Ames, qor of 
Basilai Lew, in Andover. But there is record of a bladk ni man 
who did serve, and who died that day at Bunker Hill. His 
name was Phillip Abbott, a servant of a man named Nathan 
Abbott. ° 

If Titus Cober and Titus Colburn were the same man, as 
may have been the case, then Titus Colburn was not with the 
Andover company, which was in the Essex Regiment at 
Bunker Hill. The record shows he was serving in! the 
Middlesex Regiment under Col. Prescott. 

But there is another place that seems to show Titus Cober 
and Titus Colburn serving in the same place at the same 
time. This was with the Continental Army in the Jerseys. 
Again, it could be a case of two clerks being extra careful, 
thus confusing the issue. It was possibly a matter of spelling 
a spoken name two different ways, not uncommon in‘an'era 
of limited literacy. 34 

It is a good guess that Titus Colburn moved from Shirley 
to Wilmington, to the Jones farm sometime after Bunker 
Hill, possibly to live in the company of other black people he 
met during the war.

Downtown Asheville has a vibe and street -scene that is 
comfortable and accessible. Restaurants offer all types of 
cuisine from a surprising range of countries, and the city is 
quite walkable. Parks, benches, art installations and ample 
parking make it pretty easy to get out and stroll, or just sit 
and enjoy a cupcake from one of the trendy bakeries while

you people-watch. Street performers collect crowds to watch 
and listen to their performances or even join in. Wander, the 
River Arts district and watch artisans blowing glass or.cre- 
ating metalwork in their open air studios. We found them 
gracious and willing to explain their craft. 

Away from the city limits, the beauty of Asheville really 
belongs to Mother Nature. The National Park Service man- 
ages the Blue Ridge Parkway, a 469 acre planned landsgape 
that links Shenandoah National Park to the Great Smoky 
Mountains. There are several points at which visitors.can 
jump on the parkway and drive at their own pace. Mile 
markers indicate pullouts for hikes, scenic overlooks; muse- 
ums, etc. and you can drive as much or as little of the park- 
way as your schedule allows. One stop of note heading south 
from Asheville is Mount Mitchell. At 6,684 feet, Mitchell is 
higher than Mount Washington but worlds away in composi- 
tion. Part of the Black Mountain Range, visitors can drive 
nearly to the summit and walk up a paved path to the peak. 
There is no howling wind or snow, lots of grass, flowers, and 
a hospitable visitor center. This is worlds away from the 
rugged peaks of the White Mountains of which we are so 
familiar. 

The spectacular scenery and fresh mountain air 
Asheville a perfect retreat for one of America’s richest, 
ilies. Grandson of railroad tycoon Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
George Vanderbilt, art collector and New York nafive, 
chose Asheville as the location for his country homthe 
largest home in America, named Biltmore. The houséjand 
grounds are open to the public for tours. The sprawling :250 
room mansion dwarfs his grandfather’s home in Never 
Rhode Island-the Breakers. Whether you enjoy the artwork, 
tapestries, indoor pool, bowling alley or one of the sixty-five 
fireplaces, Biltmore is an impressive and telling glimpse 
into the Gilded Age. One might even channel their imner 
Downton. Abbey while enjoying the self-guided audio four 
through the halls. 

Equally impressive are the grounds of Biltmore, designed 
by Frederick Law Olmsted. The garden features overtwo 
miles of paths and various “themed” areas including the 
rose garden featuring 250 varieties. A winery and dining 
area provide the visitor with an easy way to end thesday 
after touring the house and grounds. Should your travels 
take you south, consider adding Asheville to your Hines 
you'll be glad you did.

Regulatory Commission 
(FERC), 

Hull also noted that the 
revised route still runs close 
to drinking water wells, just 
not as close as before, and 
that the pipeline “offers no 
benefits to the residents of 
Wilmington.” 

“Kinder Morgan has sug- 
gested that, over time, with 
the increased supply it will 
have an impact on rates that 
subscribers pay, but at this 
point that is speculative,” 
Said Hull. “Given all those 
points that I raised, I do not 
think it is in the town’s best 
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interest to support this proj- 
ect.” 

Hull also recommended 
that Selectmen adopt a reso- 
lution to become an ‘inter- 
venor’ in the regulatory 
process. That resolution, 
which also notes that the 
board “strongly oppose(s) 
the... pipeline, was adopted 
unanimously by the board. 

Intervenors are an official 
party to the FERC proceed- 
ings and play a formal role 
in the process by filing 
briefs, appearing at hear- 
ings, and being heard by 
courts if they choose to 
appeal FERC’s final ruling. 

Once TGP files its formal 


application with FERC, par- 
ties have just 21 days to file 
a request to intervene. By 
approving the resolution at 
Tuesday’s meeting, Hull will 
be prepared to file for inter- 
venor status as soon as TGP 
files. 

Selectman Mike McCoy 
said, “The town will benefit 
zero, we have to support the 
facts and it’s very hard for 
us to support something like 
this at this time.”

Valenti and his friends and 
family have been putting on 
“haunts” since 2009.

- tainly was incredibly differ- 


ent for the 22-year-old, who 
was back running competi- 
tively after a year break due 
to some serious health prob- 
lems she had to overcome. 

“You really don’t know 
what you have until it’s 
gone, until it is ripped from 
you,” she said. “The sum- 
mer before my senior year 
of college, I was at the top of 
the world in the best shape 
of my life. I was running 45- 
50 miles a week and strength 
training on the side; a rou- 
tine for me by now, since I 
had been doing this every 
season each year I had start- 
ed college. 

“J started running cross 
country and track in the 
sixth grade and quickly real- 
ized how truly special it is. I 
am in love with running. It is 
my passion, my therapy, my 
time to think and reflect, 
and my escape from the 
world.” 

When she got back to 
Bentley College last 
September, she felt her 
health was deteriorating to 
the point where she lost a 
considerable amount of 
weight. At that time she 
stood at 5-foot-2 and was less 
than 100 pounds. Stress and 
anxiety was mounting and 
she was losing lots of sleep. 

“The next run I went on 
wasn’t the same,” she said. 
“I felt overtired and could 
barely make it two miles 
without having to stop and 
walk. I started falling asleep 
in class and somehow 
always had sore muscles 
even from just walking 
around or doing daily activi- 
ties. It was finally when I 
started to have chest pains 
and felt my heart flutter and 
race a lot that I went to the 
doctor and she told me I had 
a serious electrolyte imbal- 
ance.” 

According to Sirignano, an

was dictated not on the 
money raised or the races 
won, but on making sure 
that putting on the race 
provided comfort to Donna, 
and to her daughters 
Michelle and Sara.

electrolyte imbalance is: 
“Basically a lack of miner- 
als in your body which then 
can lead to serious health 
risks associated with vital 
body functions that rely on 
those minerals. Your mus- 
cles and brain are affected 
the most. My doctor told me 
electrolytes are like a 
metronome for your heart; 
they control the rhythm it 
beats to, triggering and con- 
ducting the _ electrical 
impulses in your heart. 
“With an imbalance, you 
develop an arrhythmia, and 
since I already have a heart 
arrhythmia, it was even 
more dangerous since elec- 
trolyte imbalances can lead 
to heart failure. I had to stop 
exercising immediately and 
work on fixing my heart.” 
Not being able to run dev- 
astated her. Now she could- 
n't compete on the Bentley 
College Women's Cross- 
Country and Track pro- 
grams. Bentley head coach 
Kevin Curtis couldn't com- 
ment on the health issues 
but said that Sirignano was 
very important to his pro- 
grams when she did run. 
“Nikki was a fairly steady 
performer who was usually 
in the mix for our fifth to 
seventh positions on our 
(cross-country) team,” he 
said. “She didn't really let 
the pressures of champi- 
onship races interfere with 
her performance. In 2013, 
she really stepped up at 
Regionals to finish fifth for 
us and helped us earned a 
trip to the NCAA 
Championship meet in 
Spokane, Washington.” 
Sirignano was training for 
the cross-country season 
during the summer of 2014, 
and after she visited the 
doctor, she hadn't run com- 
petitively until this past 
Sunday.

“It’s for Tony, and that’s 
the most important thing,” 


said race winner Paul 
Scovotti. 

Alonardo’s passing in the 
spring stunned the 


Wilmington community, and 
it has only been recently 
that his friends and loved 
ones have begun to recover 
from the shock. The race 
was an opportunity for those 
friends and family to join 
together and celebrate 
Alonardo’s life instead of 
dwelling on his death. 

Scovotti, a Haverhill resi- 
dent, was a co-worker of 
Alonardo’s at Verizon. When 
he heard about the race 
through Facebook, he leapt 
at the chance to run. 

“Tony was a pillar in the 
community of Wilmington,” 
Scovotti said. “The guy was 
the most generous person I 
ever met, and it’s important 
that we recognize and honor 
everything he did with his 
life.” 

Scovotti won the race with 
a time of 18:57. 

The top-placing female 
runner had similar motiva- 
tions. Amy Block of 
Stratham, NH, taught Tony’s 
daughters Michelle and Sara 
at Governor’s Academy and 
was motivated to break out 
her old running shoes and 
compete. 

“It’s a great cause. I’m 
happy to show support for 
the Alonardo family,” Block 
said. “It’s a great atmos- 
phere and a real fun atmos- 
phere. It was a lot of fun to 
take part.” 


ever,” she said. “It felt like I 
was stuck in an endless 
cycle of not being about to 
run from health problems 
but knowing that if I could 
run, I would feel much bet- 
ter. Those six months were 
the hardest months of school 
and work I had ever faced. I 
needed my time step away 
and take a breath like I was 
used to. 

“T never realized how much 
I truly needed and loved run- 
ning until I couldn’t any- 
more. I was getting very eas- 
ily distracted while study- 
ing, I was easily agitated, 
couldn’t sleep at night, and 
could barely get up in the 
morning. 

“Although it took a long 
time to fix all my vitamin 
and mineral deficiencies 
and finally improve my 
heart enough for me to get 
back to running, I learned 
how much I truly appreciate 
running and everything it 
brings.” 

During that time, 
Sirignano had to drastically 
change her diet, she had to 
meet a nutritionist, who 
gave her “a meal plan with 
a breakdown of how I can 
get all the nutrients I need 
from food, and she also told 
me to take a ton of vitamins. 

“T lost a lot of weight unex- 
pectedly and it was most 
likely due to my poor diet in 
addition to my heart 
arrhythmia. My heart beat 
sped up significantly when 
my diet was poor, and when 
I started eating less and my 
heart rate was very fast. I 
lost about ten pounds and I 
was not even exercising.” 

Over the last few months, 
she started to feel like her- 
self again. Her doctor told 
her she could start running 
on her own again but had to 
start off very slow. 

“T feel so lucky and blessed 
to be back running again,” 
she said. “I am so happy to

Those players have contin- 
ued,to be successful making 
the. ,Jump and helping the 
varsity team be very com- 
petitive in the Middlesex 
League and in post-season 
play. Scanlon said that

“Dennis does a great job 
introducing some of the 
things we are doing on the 
Varsity level to the JV play- 
ers,” said Scanlon.

During a Wilmington throw- 
in, Ingram had all ten play- 
ers on the field crash the 
net, and the tying goal was 
scored exactly at the buzzer. 

“The ref looks over to me 
and said, ‘That’s the game. 
You scored at the buzzer,” 
Ingram said. “Out of all the 
games we played, I think 
that was the most intense.” 

Wilmington’s last loss 
occurred on September 11, 
2013 in an away game 
against Lexington. Even 
with a great deal of turnover 
on the roster since that 
game, the Wildcats have 
retained a consistency in tal- 
ent and vision. Ingram takes 
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pride in the fact that every 
boy on the JV roster plays 
every game, and the team is 
still able to find great suc- 
cess.

Wildcat Football team 
falls flat vs Red Raiders

WILMINGTON - Heading 
into Friday's game the 
young and mostly inexperi- 
enced Wilmington High 
School Football team had an 
already daunting task by 
taking on the undefeated 
Melrose Red Raiders, which 
came into the game ranked 
No. 14 in all of Eastern 
Mass., and are coming off 
losing in last year's Division 
3 Super Bowl. 

Add to that the fact that 
Melrose seems to always 
have Wilmington's number, 
including winning the previ- 
ous three meetings by a 
combined 103-9 margin. 

That didn't change under 
the lights at Alumni Field. 
The Wildcats were com- 
pletely dominated in every 
phase of the game and were 
defeated by Melrose 41-0, in 
a game that saw the 
Wilmington defense give up 
516 total yards of offense, 
compared to just the 113 the 
team gained on the offensive 
side. 

The 516 yards didn't 
include an 80-yard TD that 
was called back on the first 
_ play from — scrimmage. 
Melrose totaled all but ten of 
those yards without its No. 1 
running back Mike Pedrini, 
who last week scored all 
four of the team's TDs and 
left in this game late in the 
first quarter after taking a 
vicious hit. 

On the night, Wilmington 
(2-3) gave up touchdowns of 
59, 60 and 95 yards, as well 
as two booming field goals 
and in total gave up nine 
plays of 15 yards or more. 
The Wildcats struggled with 
fundamental football with 
lackluster tackling and ill- 
advised penalties. 

After starting out with a 
strong first quarter defen- 
sively, the 'Cats seemed to 
lack intensity and certainly 
focus for the remainder of 
the game. 


“Our ultimate goal has not 
changed since the start of 
the season which is to 
become a better football 
team the next day,” said 
coach Mike Barry after the 
game. “That's it. The score 
was what it was, and now 
we're going to go on and 
start focusing in on 
Watertown. We have gone 
through periods this season 
where we have played very, 
very good football. But as a 
team when we lose our focus 
we start making mistakes 
and things start going wrong 
for us, we have a hard time 
turning things around (in 
our favor). 

“We are a better football 
team than we _ showed 
tonight. And I don't have 
any questions about that and 
I have no doubt about that. I 
know we are going to 
respond and play very well 
next week. That's not going 
to change no matter what.” 

Barry was asked about the 
week's practice and his 
thoughts on heading into 
this game. 

“Preparation was fine,” he 
said. “We had a good week 
of practice and we had a 
good plan (going into this 
game). I thought we came 
out -- they had a fluky (80- 
yard touchdown) called back 
-- (and) played really good 
defense until midway 
through the second quarter 
and somewhere we lost that. 
Like I said, when things 
start going bad for us we 
need to do a better job of 
refocusing and stuff like 
that. 

“If you watched how that 
first quarter went, we 
weren't moving the ball well 
on offense but the defense 
did a really, really good job. 
We need to find a way to 
keep that intensity, that 
focus and that level of con- 


centration up.” 
On this night, it didn't 
seem like the ‘Cats had 


much.-to offer with intensity, 
discipline and physicality - 
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against a veteran team that 
yes is superb, more talented, 
very athletic and extremely 
quick. 

“You could notice a big 
drop off (in intensity) on 
(our) sidelines when the 
score went 13-0,” said Barry. 
“That's still a two score 
game, that's still a game 
and we were playing our 
butts off. As I said we're a 
much better football team 
than we showed tonight. 
People saw that last week 
and would agree with that. 
Then again, it's about show- 
ing up every week and we 
need to do a better job with 
that. 

“The ultimate goal has not 
changed and that's to get 
better each and everyday. 
We're a much better football 
team now than we were at 
the start of the season.” 

With Barry saying the

“The cancer fighter survivor is helped by knowing they are 
not alone and are helped by the answers they get from their 
Angels as well as hope they too will be able to win their bat- 
tles. This year the charity runners raised over $300,000 from 
marathon fundraising. That's over 590 matches they will 
provide for free to those looking for Angels.” 

Along with her charity work, cancer research is also a very 
personal passion for Fitzler after losing her father in March 
to cancer, as well as her mother in July from CPD due to her 
battles with lung cancer. 

«I ran for both of them and others that have been affected 
by this disease,” Fitzler said. “Running was therapeutic for 
me during this difficult year and I know they were both with 
me in spirit yesterday.” 

As for the race itself, it could not have gone better for 
Fitzler, who thoroughly enjoyed the entire atmosphere sur- 
rounding the race, from the crowds to the volunteers to 
everything in between. 

“The marathon was incredible,” Fitzler said. “Prior to this 
I've completed two marathons but much smaller scale, 
Maine Coast Marathon and Vermont City Marathon. This 
was nothing like those. The energy from the crowds lining 
almost the complete 26.2 miles gave you energy and motiva- 
tion to keep going even when you doubted how you were 
going to complete the miles that were left. 

“Their signs were entertaining and made you chuckle. Kids 
loved all the high fives I gave along the way. It made their 
day and helped give me a sense that this wasn't just a race 
it was an experience.” 

Fitzler, who makes helping others a part of her daily rou- 
tine as an office manager in Burlington at Children's Speech 
and Hearing Specialists, was proud to help others on this day 
as well. 

“As I crossed the finish I got my medal and felt proud and 
knew this marathon was more than a race it was a journey,”

When is someone going 
to open a window in Aaron 
Sorkin's "Steve Jobs"? Alas, 
wrong operating system. 

Sorkin has dispensed 
with the traditional format 
of the biopic, instead fram- 
ing the life of the Apple co- 
founder and turtle-necked 
tech deity in three back- 
stage dramas ahead of 
major product launches: the 
Macintosh in 1984, Next in 
1988 and the iMac in 1998. In 
the behind-the-scenes swirl, 
Jobs (Michael Fassbender) 
is visited each time by 
ghosts of products past: 
Apple engineer Steve 
Wozniak (Seth Rogen), 
Apple CEO John Sculley 
(Jeff Daniels), and Jobs' 
daughter, Lisa (played by 
three actresses), whose 
paternity Jobs initially dis- 
putes. 

It's a scheme of three-act 
purity, as tightly compacted 
as the circuitry of an iPod, 
and one that few besides 
Sorkin. would dare to 
attempt. 

Though the script is 
adapted from Walter 
Isaacson's book, it feels 
~ more like a play that direc- 
-tor Danny Boyle has trans- 
-ferred to the screen. The

‘of "Steve Jobs"; no one 
‘steps outside until a pivotal 
- moment late in the film. 

- Like the tightly con- 
trolled aesthetics of Jobs, 
himself, the movie is a 

- closed system. Even in the 
first scenes, Jobs is trying 
to have the "Exit" signs cov- 
ered for the show. Tell the 
fire marshals, he says, 
"We're in here changing the

al argument: strong-arming 
his engineers to get the first 
Mac to say "Hello" in his 
presentation; lamenting a 
Time magazine cover that 
dared to make the comput- 
er, not him, man of the year; 
sneering at PC "hobbyists" 
who resist the "end-to-end" 
control he demands for the 
Mac. 

What does Steve Jobs do? 
That's the question Wozniak 
(the arguably more impor- 
tant inventor and computer 
programmer), puts to him, 
and the one the film, itself, 
is an answer to. Jobs is the 
big-picture visionary, the 
bullheaded narcissist and, 
above all, the knowing con- 
ductor of talent and ideas. 
It's not a hard metaphor to 
grasp by the way Sorkin, the 
master of multitasking, jug- 
gles Jobs in an asteroid 
storm of turmoil, including, 
oh yes, one scene set in an 
orchestra pit. 

He's as puny as he is 
mighty, a flawed man who 
made perfect machines. 

"Steve Jobs" hangs heav- 
ily, melodramatically, on his 
relationship with Lisa. But 
as fraught as life is back- 
stage, the thundering, foot- 
stopping audiences lurk out- 
side. 

Boyle, whose greatest tal- 
ent is in his slick manipula- 
tion of time ("127 Hours," 
"28 Days Later..."), is in 
firm control of the screen- 
play's high-velocity rhythm. 
And he does his best to 
bring a visual component to 
the stagy screenplay, most 
notably filming each act dif- 
ferent: first grainy 16mm, 
then 35mm and finally in the 
hard reality of high-defini- 
tion digital. 

The adventurous Boyle 
feels a little hemmed in 
here, as does the naturally 
mischievous Fassbender. 
But Fassbender captures 
the thin-skinned sensitivity 
and detailed obsessiveness 
of Jobs. In his hands, 
Sorkin's dialogue crackles. 

The film often does too: 
the Full Sorkin Treatment 
has electrified a well-trod 
subject. But it also smoth- 
ers it in artifice. In "Steve 
Jobs," Sorkin does the con- 
ducting.

Affable and intelligent, 
playful and determined, 
Damon's Mark Watney is so 
endearing and entertaining 
as a narrator and subject, 
it's easy to see why the 
world would want to save 
him. 

The story begins with 
Watney accidentally left 
behind during a NASA mis- 
sion to Mars. When a fierce 
storm forces an emergency 
evacuation from the planet, 
he disappears in the chaos 
and is presumed dead.

BLIZZARD AHEAD 
(BURLINGTON) 

“Last year’s snow day 
learning pilot known as the 
‘Blizzard Bag’ program was 
a relative success after 
allowing the district to 
make up two snow days and 
get the last day of school in 
two days earlier, but feed- 
back from parents and 
teachers reveal the program 
is far from perfect,” notes 
the Burlington edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“The district effectively 
implemented a_ learning 
pilot last year that provided 
opportunities for students to 
get instructional work done 
in place of snow days from 
April to June, so make up 
days could be minimized by 
two days for that year. 

“Burlington and Wayland 
were the only districts in 
the state that decided to 
partake in the pilot program 
that has the potential to off- 
set snow days for the fore- 
seeable future. 

“The snow day pilot for 
Burlington students was 
scaled back from four days 
to two, per request of the 
School Committee: This 
meant that two snow days 
would be negated rather 
than all five. Since the pilot 
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had been implemented at all 
grade levels in Burlington, 
the last day of school in 
Burlington last year was 
June 23 as opposed to June 
25, which is what it normal- 
ly would have been under a 
regular calendar without 
the pilot. The last day for 
teachers was June 24, 

“The two-day pilot proj- 
ect included options cen- 
tered on assignments, 
instruction, field trip experi- 
ences, and links to websites 
and videos so ample 
resources are available for 
students and teachers to uti- 
lize. 

“By completing these 
out-of-class assignments, 
students fulfilled the core 
academic requirements of 
the state without having to 
add an abundance of make- 
up days at the end of the 
year... 

“The administration and 
committee will talk about 
what to do with the 
‘Blizzard Bag’ program at 
its next meeting in October. 
They are hoping to make a 
decision on _ it by 
Halloween.”

At a dedication ceremo- 
ny on October 3, MIT 
announced that its baseball 

facility has been renamed 
FRAN O’BRIEN Field, in 
honor of the Reading resi- 
dent and former head coach 
of the Engineers. In front of 
a gathering of family, 
friends and former players, 
O'Brien was honored with 
the renaming of the facility 
at which he led the MIT 
baseball program for 28 
years. In conjunction with 
the renaming of the field, 
the facility is receiving a 
number of upgrades that 
are currently underway, 
with all of the work sched- 
uled to be .completed over 
the summer of 2016. 

During O'Brien's career 
he shared with his players a 
value system that highlights 
integrity and honesty. His 
commitment to being a 
teacher of baseball and life 
allowed him to impact hun- 
dreds of young people and 
earned him the respect of 
the baseball community 
throughout New England. 
In recognition of this 
O'Brien was honored by the 
American Baseball Coaches 
Association with its Ethics 
in Coaching Award in 2014. 

“Playing baseball at MIT 

was one of the best, most 
important times of my life,” 
remarked Rick Charpie '73, 
a member of the MIT base- 
ball team from 1970-73. “I 
had a typical MIT baseball 
experience —-an average 
athlete who was inspired by 
great coaching to be part of 
a team that performed far 
-beyond anyone's expecta- 
‘tions. Fran is on a very, 
“very short list of people that 
I admire the most. He has 
more than earned all of the 
awards and recognition that 
he has received over the 
course his career.” 

O'Brien was the head 
baseball coach at MIT from 
1969-1996, with his 28 years 
at the helm of the 
Engineers program making 
him the longest tenured 
baseball coach in MIT base- 
ball history. Taking over a 
program that had posted 
just one winning season, 
O'Brien turned MIT into a 
‘contender in the Greater 
Boston League. He led the 
program to winning seasons 
in five of his first seven 
“years, including the 1974 
‘campaign that saw the 
Engineers set a then school 
record for wins with a 15-9 


record and reach the NCAA 
Tournament for the first 
time in school history. 

In 1993: O'Brien led the 
team to a 22-11 record, 
another record for wins in a 
season, and was named the 
Division III New England 
Coach of the Year by the 
ABCA. O'Brien's 255 victo- 
ries are second all-time at 
MIT, trailing just current 
head coach, Andy Barlow, 
who passed the mark last 
season. 

O'Brien, who also 
coached basketball at MIT, 
went on from Tech to coach 
baseball at Holy Cross from 
1998-2004. He has also 
coached at the youth and 
high school level as well as 
in the Cape Cod League 
where he was selected as 
the Manager of the Year in 
1990.
